panhandler 

crackdown 


Something must be 
done, council hears; 
report due in October

Complaints of panhandling in the 
downtown core have doubled 
over the past year and frustrated 
police want the city to give them 
more options to combat the prob¬ 
lem, city council 
was told yesterday. 

Council has no 
immediate plans to 
deal with the issue. 

Mayor Stephen 
Mandel agreed that 
the problem is unac¬ 
ceptable, and that 
he is often harassed. 

"I can't tell you the 
number of times I get people say¬ 
ing, 'Oh, Mr. Mayor,' and come ask 
me for money," Mandel said. "Often 
times, even I get scared when peo¬ 
ple ask me for money, and I'm not 
a single person walking alone in the 
downtown area at night." 

A report to deal with the prob¬ 
lem is due back to the Community 
Services Committee in October. 

"Since we've gotten into the 


economic boom, we're seeing 
more panhandling than we ever 
have in the past," said police 
Supt. John Findlay. "It's starting 
to spread out through the city." 

Currently, the legislation deals 
with "crowding, jostling, or ha¬ 
rassing," which only applies to ag¬ 
gressive panhandlers. Police say 
the bylaw needs to be changed to 
target those who passively pan¬ 
handle near banks, bus stops and 
other public places. 

"The problem is 
that it affects the av¬ 
erage, everyday citi¬ 
zen in this city going 
to and from their 
work," Findlay said. 
"People are fed up 
with this, are tired 
of being approached 
and are feeling their 
personal safety is 
being compromised — the prob¬ 
lem is, we have to follow the law." 

Findlay said that police are 
seeing more instances of aggres¬ 
sion in panhandlers, and warns 
citizens to just keep on walking. 

"Don't engage with them. If you 
decline to give them money, our ex¬ 
perience is some of them become 
more aggressive," Findlay said.

Edmonton's newest trains are 
almost ready to hit the rails. 

Thirty-seven shiny new 
LRT cars will double the ex¬ 
isting number of vehicles in 
the city's fleet. 

Eleven of the cars will be 
used to bump up the number 
of riders on the existing Health 
Sciences to Clareview line, 
while the remaining 26 will 
hit the tracks with the brand- 
new south¬ 
ern exten¬ 
sion when 
it's com¬ 
pleted in 
April 2009. 

"These 
vehicles are 
being 
brought in 
to service 
our exten¬ 
sion to the 
south side," 
said transit project manager 
Wayne Mandryk. "In addition 
the new cars will address the 
increased demand, because 
ridership has skyrocketed over 


the past few years." 

The new cars are hailed for 
their convenience-minded de¬ 
sign. Doors are bigger, signs 
are brighter and more visible, 
and each car is air-condi¬ 
tioned. The last LRT units 
were purchased in 1982. 

"These are nice, new units," 


said Mayor Stephen Mandel at 
the unveiling of the new cars 
yesterday. "They are way 
more modern-looking than 
the old guys." 

Mandel said expansion of 
the LRT is costing the city over 
$800 million. Officials antici¬ 
pate the addition of the cars 


will double ridership, bringing 
the daily tally up to 100,000. 

"Edmonton has grown to be 
a big city," said MLA Thomas 


Lukaszuk. "Moving people on 
roads in large numbers is no 
longer an option."

In a statement, the 
Catholic bishops say the vac¬

"It is important that young 
people be educated about 
sexuality and sex, as well as 
learning about sexually 
transmitted diseases," said 
the bishops. 

"So-called 'casual' or 
'recreational' sexual activity 
carries with it profound risks 
to a young person's spiritual, 
emotional, moral and physi¬ 
cal health." 

At least one Catholic school 
district in Ontario voted in 
favour of not allowing the 
vaccine on school premises.

Killer testifies in 
Courtepatte case 


ERCB to decide 
if oilsands plant 
gets green light

Environmental groups and 
hundreds of residents 
jammed a small boardroom 
yesterday on the first day of 
a hearing to kick off their 
fight against a proposed 
Petro-Canada oilsands up¬ 
grader plant northeast of 
Edmonton. 

Many residents from the 
area, dubbed "Upgrader 
Alley," were forced to listen 
to the hearing from the hall¬ 
way at the Lakeview Inn in 
Fort Saskatchewan during 
the Energy Conservation Re¬ 
sources Board Hearing as the 
room was filled to capacity. 

"It is fairly typical to see 
large numbers on the first 
day of a big hearing," said 
ERCB section leader Bob 
Curran. "I am not surprised 
to see a good turnout and we 
were expecting this." 

The ERCB will be spending 
two weeks to determine 
whether or not it will give 
the project — which turns 
heavy oil into synthetic crude 
— the green light. 

The planned $14 billion 
upgrader is expected to use 


14.5 cubic metres of water 
per year that will be recycled 
water collected from waste 
water treat¬ 
ment plants, 
said Petro- 
Canada vice- 
president Neil 
Camarta. 

Camarta 
says con¬ 
struction will 
begin on the 
project this 
fall if it's approved by the 
ERCB. 

"This is an environmen¬ 


tally sustainable facility," 
said Camarta to reporters 
yesterday. "Water is an issue 
in the oil¬ 
sands and we 
are not using 
any fresh 
water, we are 
recycling 
waste water." 

"We are not 
just meeting 
all of the ex¬ 
pected emis¬ 
sion standards and 
regulations, we're exceeding 
them." 


Twelve more upgraders 
have been slated for the area 
in Premier Ed Stelmach's rid¬ 
ing or have already been ap¬ 
proved by the province, said 
the group of landowners. 

And several other resi¬ 
dents are suffering from 
many forms of cancer in the 
area known for its toxic air, 
says landowner Maureen 
Chichak. She says two non¬ 
smoking farmers have died 
of lung cancer in the area 
they've dubbed "Cancer 
Alley."

Convicted killer Michael 
Williams sat shackled in court 
yesterday, testifying that a 
woman nicknamed "Buffy" 
repeatedly stabbed 13-year- 
old Nina Courtepatte, after he 
and Joseph Laboucan had 
finished raping her. 

The 19-year-old woman, 
who was 17 at the time of the 
brutal rape and murder, is the 
fifth and final person accused 
of the crime. She is charged 
with first-degree murder, sex¬ 
ual assault and kidnapping. 

"She stabbed her twice in 
the neck with a throwing 
knife," Willi ams said, appear¬ 
ing emotionless on the wit¬ 
ness stand. 

With no remorse in his 
voice, Williams told the court 
yesterday that after Joseph 
Laboucan raped Courtepatte, 


Police were called in to a 
bizarre brawl at a northwest 
eatery Sunday evening.

Williams is currently 
serving a life sentence for 
Courtepatte’s murder. Though 
he too was 17 at the time of 
the crime, a judge found his 
actions so malicious, that he 
was tried as an adult and 
convicted in October. 


he himself raped her a second 
time, before beating her in the 
head with a sledgehammer. 

He said that afterward, 
Buffy jumped on the girl, 
stabbing her with throwing 
knives he'd given her as a gift. 

Williams said that days 
after Nina was left laying 
dead on the grounds of the 
golf course, Buffy visited him 
at home to let him know 
she'd disposed of the knives. 

"She said that she got rid 
of the knives and cleaned 
them off." 

The trial continues today. 


When other customers at¬ 
tempted to intervene, one of 
the men allegedly started 
blasting pepper spray around. 

The two suspects fled the 
scene but were apprehended 
by police after one of the pa¬ 
trons caught their licence 
plate number.

First Canadian terror trial begins

Witness' testimony 
hearsay, lawyer says 


Khawaja facing life 
in prison for his 
alleged role in plot

An Ottawa man was respon¬ 
sible for designing and creat¬ 
ing a remote-controlled bomb 
detonator as part of a plot to 
attack populated areas of the 
United Kingdom, a downtown 
courtroom heard yesterday. 

Mohammad Momin 
Khawaja, 29, created the de¬ 
vice he called the "Hi-Fi 
Digimonster" as his part of a 
U.K. bomb plot, prosecutor 
David McKercher charged 
yesterday during opening 
statements into one of the 
highest profile cases in Ot¬ 
tawa's history. 

Citing intercepted e-mails 
and wiretapped conversa¬ 
tions, McKercher described 
how Khawaja, a software de¬ 
veloper who outwardly lived 
a middle-class life in Orleans, 
held extremist views and was 


killing civilians. 

The court will hear evi¬ 
dence that Khawaja was part 
of a plan to build and detonate 
a bomb made from 600 kilo¬ 
grams of ammonium nitrate- 
based fertilizer "that could 


cause massive destruction," 
said McKercher. 

The first Canadian to be 
charged under a post-9/11 
anti-terrorism law, Khawaja 
faces seven terror-related 
charges. 

If convicted, he faces life in 


prison. 

He pleaded not guilty to all 
counts. 

Khawaja was arrested in 
March 2004 at the Depart¬ 
ment of Foreign Affairs and 
International Trade, where he 
worked. 


Khawaja’s attorney 
argues evidence is 
‘prejudicial, unfair’ 

The lawyer for Momin 
Khawaja interrupted the 
prosecution's first witness at 
the Ottawa man's terror trial 
yesterday, claiming much of 
the man's testimony hinged 
on hearsay. 

"This is an iceberg and 
we're just seeing the tip of it," 
Ottawa lawyer Lawrence 
Greenspon told the judge, re¬ 
ferring to the testimony of 
Crown witness, Mohammed

UN blasts Zimbabwe vote 


Security Council 
says fair election 
'impossible' 

The UN Security Council de¬ 
clared yesterday that a free 
and fair run-off presidential 
election in Zimbabwe would 
be impossible now due to vio¬ 
lence and restrictions on the 
opposition. 

The nonbinding statement, 
the council's first formal ac¬ 
tion on Zimbabwe, was 


adopted unanimously. This 
means it had the backing of 
South Africa, China and Rus¬ 
sia, which had 
long opposed 
any council 
discussion of 
the crisis in 
Zimbabwe. 

"The Secu¬ 
rity Council re¬ 
grets that the 
campaign of violence and the 
restrictions on the political op¬ 
position have made it impos¬ 


sible for a free and fair election 
to take place on June 27," the 
statement said. 

But Zim¬ 
babwe's UN 
envoy said the 
vote would go 
ahead despite 
the state¬ 
ment. 'As far 
as we are 
concerned, 
the election will take place on 
Friday," Boniface Chidyausiku 
told reporters. 


The Security Council text 
was watered down from an 
earlier version, which explic¬ 
itly blamed President Robert 
Mugabe's government for the 
crisis and said opposition 
leader Morgan TSvangirai 
would be the legitimate leader 
if a credible run-off election 
cannot be held. 

However, the final version 
says the council "notes that 
the results of the 29 March 
2008 elections must be re¬ 
spected."

Weather hampers ferry rescue efforts 


Many passengers 
feared trapped 

Rescuers halted efforts yes¬ 
terday night to find nearly 800 
people missing from a cap¬ 
sized ferry in the Philippines 
as darkness fell and large 
swells prevented divers from 
drilling holes into the doomed 
vessel. 

Many passengers were 
feared trapped inside the 
Princess of Stars after a hand¬ 
ful of survivors said people 
were still onboard when the 
ship sank off the central is¬ 
land of Sibuyan in waves as 
big as houses during Satur¬ 
day's typhoon. 

But officials held little hope 
of finding people alive in air 
pockets on the ferry. 

"We feel there is no life in¬ 
side," said Lieutenant-Colonel 
Edgard Arevalo, a Philippine 
navy spokesman. 

The ship was resting upside 
down with the tip of its bow 
above water and its stern 


over 50 found alive 

So far, over 50 people 
have been found alive and 
at least 20 have been re¬ 
ported dead out of 864 
passengers and crew on 
board. 


resting on the bottom of the 
sea, easily visible from shore. 

The coast guard said divers 
would cut open the 23,824 ton 
vessel today after rescue ef¬ 
forts were halted for the 
night. 

At least 20 new survivors 
and 15 bodies were found 
close to Masbate island, at 
least 70 kilometres away from 
where the ship sank. 

"We are still working on the 
positive identification of the 
survivors as well as the fatal¬ 
ities," Captain Gilbert Rueros 
said. 

The United States was 
sending a military ship, the 
USNS Stockham, with heli¬ 
copters on board, to help with 
rescue efforts. reuters

et's face it: School costs 
plenty and money doesn't 
grow on trees.

Sandra Daga, an accounting 
professor at the University of 
Toronto and an experienced 
chartered accountant herself, 
says having a plan for your 
money and sticking to it is the 
only way to keep yourself out of 
the poorhouse. 

"If you fail to plan, you plan 
to fail. Have a goal 
and then track 
your spending as 
opposed to just 
letting it leak out," 

Daga said. 

First step: Stop 
flashing that 
credit card like it's 
a MENSA badge 
— the only person you're im¬ 
pressing is the cashier ... with 
how clueless you are. 

"You have to manage it as a 
convenience, not as a source of 
money. It only makes the credit 
card companies rich, not you," 
Daga said. 

She recommends always 
hunting for bargains and wait-

(ISIC). If you're a full-time stu¬ 
dent (or at least registered as 
one!) and can spare about $20, 
the card can potentially save 
you a decent amount of money 
both around the world and in¬ 



side Canada on air travel with 
Travel Cuts, coach lines, 
hotels and even restau¬ 
rants. 

If you commute rea¬ 
sonably short distances 
to school, consider 
putting your butt into 
a bike seat to get to 
campus instead of 
paying to use public 
transit — it will be 
cheaper and prob¬ 
ably help fight off 
some of that 
mac'n'cheese-in¬ 
duced cellulite. 

For students

Set a budget you can 
handle and STICK TO IT!

Tax credits 
can add up 


Many students 
unaware of breaks

S aving for school? Splurge on a 
fancy dinner, it will help finance 
your education — sort of. Stu¬ 
dents are eligible for a slew of tax cred¬ 
its, many of which they know nothing 
about. 

Amanda Leclerc will be starting her 
masters in research studies at the Uni¬ 
versity of Toronto in the fall. Had she 
moved more than 40 kilometres for her 
summer job, she would have been eligi¬ 
ble to claim moving expenses, which in¬ 
clude meals for 15 days. 'A lot of 
students don't realize things like that," 
says Cleo Hamel, senior tax analyst for 
H&R Block. 

"One of my biggest obstacles in terms 
of financing my education is learning 
about what tax credits and funding is 
out there," admits 28-year-old Leclerc. 

If she were still paying off a Canada 
Student Loan from her undergrad, she 


could get a tax credit on the interest. 
Provided she's fastidious in keeping re¬ 
ceipts, come September she would get a 
tax credit on her transit costs. By at¬ 
tending an accredited university, she 
would get a tax credit for the time she 
spends in class. As a full-time student, 
that's $400 a month. If she was part 
time, it would be $120. Regardless of 
whether she buys a single book, she 
would be allotted $65 a month in text¬ 
book credits ($20 if she was part-time). 

"When you consider all the different 
credits that are available, they could add 
up to quite a bit," says Hamel. 

Chances are, as a full-time student, 
Leclerc won't be raking in the cash. So 
she won't have much taxable income to 
use her credits on. But they'll be wait¬ 
ing. "If you don't need them, you can 
carry them forward into future years," 
says Hamel. 

If Leclerc does have time to take on a 
part-time job, Hamel recommends she 
file a tax return, even if her income is 
below the personal exemption amount. 

"You're allowed to earn up to $9,600 
before you have to start paying tax,"

says Hamel. "Working paycheque to 
paycheque, your employer won't know 
whether you're going to make more or 
less than the personal exemption, so 
they're required to make payroll deduc¬ 
tions. If you don't file a tax return you 
won't be able to get back the money that 
shouldn't have been deducted to begin 
with." 

For a quick tutorial on Tax 101, 
Hamel recommends websites such as 
cra.gc.ca and hrblock.com. Both have 
information pertaining specifically to 
students. 

"The big thing is making sure you're 
informed," she says. 


Inexperience can breed confusion with pay stubs

Between the cost of tuition, 
books, residence fees and 
day-to-day life, it's no sur¬ 
prise that most students take 
on summer jobs to stay afloat 
financially between school 
years. 

Unfortunately, few under¬ 
stand the ins and outs of ex¬ 
actly how they get paid. 

Angela Haier, an experi¬ 
enced payroll adviser and 


vice-president of ADP 
Canada, says inexperience 
can often breed confusion for 
many students at a summer 
job. 

"For a lot of them, it's their 
first paycheque. If there's a 
payroll mistake, it's often be¬ 
cause payroll is complex. It 
looks easy, but it's not," Haier 
said. 

Haier recommends taking a 
good look at your first pay 
stub to see what is being de¬ 
ducted so you can get a sense 


of where your money is going. 
First order of business: The 
Canada Pension Plan. If you 
are over 18, your employer 
should be taking off a pre¬ 
mium, but if you're not 18, 
CPP payments should not be 
taken out of your pay at all. 

Next, make sure taxes are 
being taken off, correctly, 
from your paycheques. Stu¬ 
dents still have to pay taxes 
like anyone else and finding 
out a year later that you ac¬ 
tually owe a large sum of 


money to the government is 
infinitely more painful than 
just having a few bucks dis¬ 
appear regularly. You should 
also leave a reliable address 
for your employer to later 
send your T4 tax slip to, and 
make sure to pick up T4 slips 
from every place you work 
during the summer. 

Haier also recommends 
keeping track of all hours you 
work so you can check to see 
they're being included on 
your pay stubs.

Stash 25 per cent 
of all income

Par¬ 
ents can receive the bond if 
their child was born 
after Dec. 31, 2003, and 
if their monthly Canada 
Child Tax Benefit pay¬ 
ment includes the Child 
Benefit Supplement — 
the supplement is gener¬ 
ally meant for fami¬ 
lies with a net 
annual income of 
less than $35,595.

Ottawa-based financial 
expert Robert Abboud ad¬ 
vises 25 per cent of what a 
prospective post-secondary 
student makes, be it through 
parental allowance or a 
part-time job, should be 
stashed away toward edu¬ 
cation.

Hasty spending 
on rise in teens 



Pre-paid credit cards encourage a growing culture of impulsive spending, experts warn. 


Lessons about money 
should be part of 
curriculum: Adviser

They're smart, diverse and technol¬ 
ogy savvy, but experts warn that 
today's teens are looking at a future 
of debt if they don't brush up on their 
financial skills. 

More than ever before, teenagers 
are being inundated with the mes¬ 
sage that happiness and independ¬ 
ence are achievable through 
spending money One example being 
a commercial pitching a MuchMusic 
MasterCard, singled out by both the 
Toronto Star and Credit Canada last 
year, in which Danny, a "recovering 
momma's boy," says he "really wasn't 
in control of his life" until he discov¬ 
ered the pre-paid card, which is "as 


easy as loading it and spending it." 
Kids as young as 13 can get one with 
their parents as account holders, and 
teens 16 and up can apply on their 
own. 

While there's no danger of accu¬ 
mulating debt with pre-paid cards of 
that kind, those in the know say it 
encourages a growing culture of im¬ 
pulsive spending and a view that 
debt is inevitable regardless of finan¬ 
cial discipline. ScotiaMcLeod finan¬ 
cial adviser Preet Baneijee says 
marketers are eager to build brand 
loyalty at an early age, and kids and 
teens are being kept in the dark on fi¬ 
nancial responsibility. 

"Not even close," says Baneijee 
when asked if teens are financially 
literate. "You have these shows with 
Hollywood teens bragging about 
their diamond-encrusted cellphones 
and $500 designer jeans. It certainly 
doesn't help the situation. I've said 


this many times before: Personal fi¬ 
nance needs to be integrated into 
school curriculums. 'Spend less than 
you earn.' It's simple, and it should 
be drilled into kids from the time 
they're able to do math. No one's 
doing it. It's not enforced." 

Debt makes a difference. In his 
book Credit Card Nation: The Con¬ 
sequences Of America's Addiction To 
Credit, author Robert Manning says 
the amount of U.S. students entering 
their first year of post-secondary 


with credit cards tripled over a 
three-year period. He estimates 
seven to 10 per cent of post-sec¬ 
ondary students will drop out due to 
credit problems — explaining 
they're too embarrassed to admit 
debt to parents, students work more 
hours than class schedules will 
safely allow to make up the money, 
resulting in poor grades.

Getting Rich says teens, though they 
may not be thinking about a future 
where they'll have to pay their own 
way, are genuinely interested in per¬ 
sonal finance and often look to par¬ 
ents for help. The guide says parents 
should take the opportunity to edu¬ 
cate them: Showing them state¬ 
ments of savings plans and how 
they've accrued value, discussing 
mortgage payments and interest, 
and how it all fits into the financial 
plans of the family.

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Carlin remembered for edginess 


Counter-culture 
comic, 71, dies 
of heart failure 

Comedian George Carlin, a 
counter-culture hero famed 
for his routines about drugs, 
dirty words and the demise 
of humanity, died of heart 
failure at a Los Angeles-area 
hospital. 

Carlin, who had a history 
of heart and drug-depen¬ 
dency problems, died at Saint 
John's Health Center in Santa 
Monica about 6 p.m. PDT (9 
p.m. EDT) after being admit¬ 
ted earlier in the afternoon 
for chest pains, spokesman 
Jeff Abraham told Reuters. 

Known for his edgy, 
provocative material devel¬ 
oped over 50 years, the bald, 
bearded Carlin achieved sta¬ 
tus as an anti-Establishment 
icon in the 1970s with stand-

up bits full of drug references Words You Can Never Say On 
and a routine called Seven Television. A regulatory bat¬ 


tle over a radio broadcast of 
the routine ultimately 
reached the U.S. Supreme 
Court. 

In the 1978 case, Federal 
Communications Commis¬ 
sion vs. Pacifica Foundation, 
the top U.S. court ruled that 
the words cited in Carlin's 
routine were indecent, and 
that the government's broad¬ 
cast regulator could ban 
them from being aired at 
times when children might 
be listening. 

The Grammy-winning 
Carlin remained an active 
presence on the comedy cir¬ 
cuit. Carlin was scheduled to 
receive the John F. Kennedy 
Center's prestigious Mark 
Twain Prize for American 
Humor in November and his 
publicist said Carlin per¬ 
formed in Las Vegas this 
month. 


His comedic sensibility re¬ 
volved around a central 
theme: humanity is a cursed, 
doomed species. 

"I don't have any beliefs or 
allegiances. I don't believe in 
this country, I don't believe in 
religion, or a god, and I don't 
believe in all these man¬ 
made institutional ideas," he 
told Reuters in a 2001 inter¬ 
view. 

Carlin told Playboy in 2005 
that he looked forward to an 
afterlife where he could 
watch the decline of civiliza¬ 
tion on a "heavenly CNN." 

"The world is a big theatre- 
in-the-round as far as I'm 
concerned, and I'd love to 
watch it spin itself into obliv¬ 
ion," he said. "Tune in and 
watch the human adven¬ 
ture." 

Carlin wrote three best¬ 
selling books, won four 


Grammy Awards, recorded 
22 comedy albums, headlined 
14 HBO television specials, 
and hosted hundreds of vari¬ 
ety shows. One was the first 
episode of Saturday Night 
Live in 1975, when he was 
high on cocaine. 

Drug addiction plagued 
him for much of his life, be¬ 
ginning with marijuana ex¬ 
perimentation as a teen, 
graduating to cocaine in the 
1970s, and then to prescrip¬ 
tion painkillers and wine.

INDECENCY? More than 
three years after it went off 
the air, NYPD Blue is still at 
the centre of a battle over 
broadcast indecency, Reuters 
reports. 

Fox, NBC, Telemundo and 
CBS on Friday filed a legal 
brief denouncing as uncon¬ 
stitutional the Federal Com¬ 
munications Commission's 
decision to fine ABC $1.2 
million for airing a female 
derriere during a 2003 
episode of the cop drama. 

ABC paid the fine, and 
then appealed to New York's 
2nd Circuit Court of Appeal, 
claiming the commission's 
decision is "arbitrary, capri¬ 
cious and contrary to the 
law." 

The intervenor filing by 
the rival broadcasters claims 
the FCC's order "reveals var¬ 
ious starkly unlawful and 
unconstitutional aspects" of 
an "expanding regime" bent 
on enforcing bans on "inde¬ 
cent" broadcasting. 

The FCC has said it will 
defend the order and con¬ 
tinue to enforce the law 
when inappropriate content 
is aired at a time when chil¬ 
dren are watching TV
